UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. HPI — 
The United Natior 
General As­ 
sembly overwhelmingly approved 
early today an American-sponsor­ 
ed resolution demanding that Brit­ 
ain, France and Israel cease their 
fight against Egypt. 
During the marathon debate on 
this resolution, Canadian Foreign 
Minister 
Lester 
Pearson urged 
that the U. N. carry its struggle 
for peace even further. With the 
backing of Britain he suggested 
that 
a conference be called 
to 
bring about an overall Palestine 
settlement and that a U. N. police 
force be set up to keep the peace 
until such a final sttlement 
is 
reached. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said he supported both of 
Pearson's ideas after the General 
Assembly had approved the Amer­ 
ican resolution on ar immediate 
cease fire in the present conflict.

The resolution passed in the pre­ 
dawn hours this 
morning called 
upon Israel to withdraw its troops 
promptly from Egyptian soil and 
urged Britain and France to halt 
the movement of military forces 
and arms in the area. 
The vote was 64 to 5, with 6 ab­ 
stentions. Britain, France, Israel. 
Australia and New Zealand voted 
against the resolution. 
Belgium, 
Canada, 
Laos, The Netherlands, 
Portugal 
and South 
Africa ab­ 
stained. 
But the resolution is only a rec­ 
ommendation — the General As­ 
sembly unlike the Security Coun­ 
cil, has no power to enforce the 
demand.

Rescuers Hear 


'Tapping' at 


3,400-foot Level 


Biggest Relief 
Operation in Canada's 
History Organized 


SPRINGHILL, N. S. 0 9 — A 
rescue crew today heard “tapping” 
at the 3,400-foot level of a coal 
mine where more than IOO miner* 
were trapped by an explosion of 
deadly coal gas. 
So far, there is 13 known dead 
in the disaster that struck tho 
mine late Thursday. 
The rescue men said they rapped 
eight times on a compressed air 
pipe and received eight raps in 
return. 
Then they tapped five 
times and were answered by five. 
They said they were not sure 
whether the answering taps came 
from above or below them. 
But 
the exchanges were regarded aa 
a hopeful sign that some of the 
men caught in the disaster might 
still be alive. 
Set Up New Hoist 
Five men were killed in Ump ex­ 
plosion and two volunteer* died 
during rescue work. 
Five bodle* 
were recovered or sighted in the 
mine, and one man injured in the 
explosion died early today. 
That left 113 miners trapped be- 
|low ground, making the possible 
‘ toll 125. 
The explosion smashed the mine 
equipment and crew* toiled to set 
up a new hoist to speed their work. 
George Calder, manager of the 
Cumberland Railway and Coal Com­ 
pany, told a reporter as dawn be­ 
gan to break over this bleak town 
of 8,000 persons “There is still 
hope but only a faint hope, that 
the men are alive.” 
Anxious Crowds Wait 
Calder would not commit him­ 
self further. But crowds of quiet­ 
ly-sobbing wives and children, and 
old men who worked in the pits in 
their youth, milled around beside 
cranes and hoists at the pithead 
refusing to believe some could not 
be saved. 
One of the biggest rescue and 
relief operations in Canada’s his­ 
tory was organized soon after tho 
initial blast shattered equipment 
and claimed its first victims at tho 
No. 4 pithead.

The British have in fact been 
turning more and more to import­ 
ed oil to fuel the steam plants but 
this is both costly and now risky 
in the light of Suez difficulties. 
At the completion of the second 
af their two new nuclear power 
stations, the British will be gen­ 
erating enough electricity by this 
means to supply the needs of a 
city of one million people. 
But 
Z their plans go far beyond this. Brit- 
* ish officials predict that in less 
I than 20 years their output of elec­ 
tric anergy from atomic sources 
may be double the total electricity 
output of all existing power sta­ 
tions in the country. 
This means more, too, than sim­ 
ply keeping pace with rising Brit- 
- ish demand. 
Power is the great 
~ unsung factor in lifting a country's 
economic productivity 
to higher 
levels. Our possession of it in plen­ 
tiful amounts has been one of the 
main reasons we have led the 
world in productivity—or output 
per man. 
The advent of nuclear-derived 
electric power promises a new era 
of better living for Britain, and, 
we must hope, for Europe and the 
rest of the power-starved world. 
This first big plant is a beacon 
marking the door to a new epoch.

EDITOR’S NOTE: Saline coun 
ty voters will have the opportun­ 
ity of extending the Tuberculosis 
Law in this county at the polls 
next Tuesday. They will not be 
voting on a new tex but for ex­ 
tending the program that has 
been in effect for years. This pro­ 
gram has been indispensable in 
the care of tuberculous programs, 
and the following letter explains 
what it has meant to one of the 
many persons it has helped. 


Dear Friend: 
I, as one of your county tuber­ 
culosis patients who spent almost 
two years in the tuberculosis sani­ 
torium and still Uke the drugs, 
and am on very limited activity, 
want you to know that I ara very 
thankful that we did have a tuber­ 
culosis tax fund in the county. I 
am sure that there are many that 
feel the same way. In the com­ 
ing election we are going to have

It will not be a 
new tax and the amount is very 
small, cannot exceed seven and 
one-half cents on one hundred dol­ 
lars valuation. 
W** have a Na­ 
tional and State Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation but if they are to be of 
much help to our county we, as 
voters, must make this county tax 
available. 
Have 
you ever thought how 
much is might mean to you if one 
case of positive tuberculosis is 
neglected in your community, in 
your school, your church or, yes, 
even in your home. Tuberculosis 
is a communicable disease and is • 
spread by someone who has tuber- * 
cillosis. It is possible that a per- j 
son can be a tuberculosis carrier 
long before they realize it, unless 
you have your chest x-rayed. Our 
state sends the x-ray unit into our 
county and we are given this privi­ 
lege. It is our duty to society to 
take advantage of this service 
which we pay for even if we don’t 
use it. It would be almost useless 
to go this far though if there 
wasn’t a county fund available 
to give the needed treatment to 
cure the patient 
According to statstics less than 
five percent of the people that 
have tuberculosis are financially 
able to pay for their own treat 
men! It isn’t possible to get bos 
pital insurance that will cover to 
berculosis. 
Our State has built 
and ii still building and staffing 
fine hospitals but if we do not 
have this county tax fund we ean 
derive very lttle good from them. 
We ar* fortunate to have one of 
the best hospitals in the State at 
Mt. Vernon. It means a lot to a 
patient to be «o close to home. Let 
us hope you never directly need 
the help of the tuberculosis fund \ 
hut then I don’t feel you can truth- j 
fully say it hasn’t helped me. 
It it true that the death rate j 
from 
tuberculosis 
has dropped ; 
around forty per cent in the last j 
ten years but the rata cf new 
cates found hasn’t dropped near­ 
ly so fast. It is the better meth­ 
ods and the use of the new drugs 
in treating the cases that have 
caused the drop in death. This 
will 
eventually 
lead 
to fewer 
caaes if we have the funds to treat 
the patients that contact it, but it 
is too early to slack up. There 
are Iou of People giving of their 
time to our Tuberculosis problem. 
Let’s not tie their hands by voting 
down this tax fund. I would-like 
to say thanks again.
